Now, if all. theſe Houſes ought not to: be excepted out of the Tax, yet ſo much Ground of them 4 was Built before, - ht to be 
excepted, or at leaſt, as many Houſes as was Built before: As all thoſe fronting the Strand, belonging to Efex, Norfolk, Tork, Beauford, Exeter, 
Salisbury, &c: ſo that taking the whole Account, with theſe juſt Exceptions, the Ground-Rents will not amount to much more than Fifteen 
thouſand Pound per Ammm,and allowing three parts more for the Improy*d-Reants, the Total will amount to Threeſcore thouſand Pounds of Ground- 
Rent and Improv'd-Rent; which when the Loſs and Charge in ColleCting is deduted, will produce but a little Sum in the Exchequer. 

VI. Such a Tax will be very tedious, chargeable, and uncertain in the Collefting: Many Houſes are empty, unfiniſhed, mortgaged for more 
than they are worth, and the Owners poor. From the ſmaller Houſes the Tenants will remove, for they are not able to raiſe a years Tax. Several 
Houfes have Settlements and Remainders upon them, which will require time to proportion what the ſeveral Intereſts ſhall pay ; fo that ſuch a 
Tax may create ſeveral Offices, which may be beneficial to ſeveral private Perſons, but will avail little to the Publick, as will appear, if the 


| Accounts of the: Exchequer be Examined, about the ſame Tax raiſed in O/zvers Days; It was a Years Tax upon Houfes, which were as 


numerous as the Houſes built ſince x660, .yet the whole Account that was brought in the Exchequer, was but 7 wenty ſeven thouſand gdd Hundred 
Pounds. It was Four years in ColleQing, and Sever thogſand Pound was allowed for the Charge, which was above a fourth part of the Money. 


E 6] Reaſons againſt Stopping of New Buildings. 
Firſt, T O ſtop Buildings in and about the Cities of Loudon and Weſtminſter, will take away the Livelihood of ſeveral Thouſands of Families, 
Who after they have ſerved. ſeven years Apprentiſhip, to learn their Callings, will think it very ſevere, that they ſhould not 
-have Liberty to uſe their Trades, as well as other Traders, that do not belong to Building, 


I T. There are but three-ways, by which the generality of all Traders are employed ; I» providing Food, Clothing, and Lodging for Mankind. 


| So that to prohibit Building, is toſtop one-ef the three great ways by which the People that have no Land are fed ; which may prove of ill Conſe- 


-quence to the Government : It being coftrary tothe commongepured Intereſt of the Nation, which is to encourage all lawful ways whereby 
the People might get their Livings. a Ids. To w ; 

FI. Stopping of Building will leſſen the Valne of Rents in the Coney ; for theſe many Families wanting Employ, cannot conſume ſo much 
in Eating/ and Cloathing, which is the ProduCt of the Country ; for according to the Conſumption of the Growth of the Country, is the Value of 
the Land: And iris much better for the.Country; that.theſe Families, which belong to Building, are Fed and Cloathed in Loxdow, than in the 

-Country ; for they pay for the Carriage;gf the Goods to Loudox, by which, another Party of Men and Horſes are maintained, which help to 
conſume the Product of the Country ; apd. the Builders ear as much, where they-now live, and wear out more Cloathes. | 

Laſtly. The Builders are ir all Nations in the world*ncouraged. The States of Holland have riſen to their Greatneſs, chiefly by Incou- 
raging the Builders to Inlarge their Cities : Therefore it were. convenient that thoſe that think it neceſſary to prevent the growth of the 

City and Buildings, might publiſh ſome Reaſons to ſhew how the Intereſt of this Nation differs from all the reſt of Europe, which perhaps 
might quiet a littke the minds of thoſe many Families that are to ſe their livelyhoods ; when they are convinced that it is for the good of 
their Country, that they ſhould be ruin'd ; For thoſe Reaſons that the Serjeant uſeth, doth not ſatisfy theme n 

Firſt. That the Air is Stagnalized by the New Building, and the Health of their Majeſties Subjefts indangered ; For, the Builders by making 
Large Streets, Squares and Piazzas, and their making Water-Courſeg and Dreins under ground, have contributed much to the Health of the 
Place, having changed many noiſom Lay-ftals into wholſom.Strets; and London is now as healthy as any Metropolis in the World. 

IT. The Confining of the Air of *His Majeſties Pallace. This was not thought a Reaſon by former Parliaments to Stop Building; for 
"the Parliament in the 17%. of King Charles, the Firſt, did Petition, to ' the King as a Grievance, that the Subject was hindred from Building 

"-upon his Free-hold; for at that time ſome houſes 'in the Strand, for Building without a Licenſe, were pull'd down upon ſuch pretence. 

ITI. By -the Gammon Law, Buildings are ſo far from being reckoned a Common Nuſance, that the Law takes care to preſerve them ; 


for it is waſt, and a forfeiture of the Eſtate to demoliſh a Houſe. 


IV. If New.Buildings do much Inhance the Price of Viftuals (as the Serjeant ſuggeſts) It is for the advantage of the Country,they having a better
